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COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 


In  accordance  with  Law  passed  by  the  1943  Legis- 
lature, Fiscal  Year  of  Cities,  Towns  and  Municipali- 
ties (Except  School  Districts)  close  on  December  31, 
instead  of  running  from  February  1st  to  the  follow- 
ing January  31st. 

As  the  Bonds  of  the  District  are  payable  on  the 
15th  of  January  in  each  year,  the  bonds  and  interest 
paid  on  January  15,  1945  do  not  enter  into  this  year's 
account  but  will  appear  in  the  1945  account  and  each 
subsequent  year. 

We  were  obliged  to  curtail  on  Water  during  the 
Summer  months  during  the  extremely  dry  spell,  but 
were  more  fortunate  than  many  other  towns  and 
cities,  but  the  supply  in  our  Reservoirs  were  at  a  low 
point  for  about  three  months,  but  owing  to  cooperation 
of  the  water-takers  we  passed  the  crisis  without  serious 
trouble  though  we  were  unable  at  all  times  to  keep  the 
Pumps  running  for  the  usual  time  daily  on  account 
of  available  supply  in  the  Well. 

The  Reservoirs  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and 
the  lot  at  the  Reservoirs  kept  in  condition  required  by 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  who  make  regular  inspec- 
tions throughout  the  system  and  these  have  been  more 
than  in  previous  years.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Plymouth  School  Board: 

This  report,  which  is  the  second  one  submitted  by 
me  as  your  superintendent  of  schools,  furnishes  neces- 
sary statistical  data  and  a  discussion  of  those  topics 
about  which  the  people  of  Plymouth  may  desire  fur- 
ther information. 

The  teacher  situation  remains  critical.  Even 
those  who  have  no  direct  connection  with  schools  are 
fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  man-power  shortages  are 
felt  here  as  well  as  in  other  fields  of  employment.  One 
may  truthfully  say  that  the  effect  is  more  pronounced 
in  teaching  because  of  the  time  required  to  prepare 
for  teaching.  If  the  war  emergency  were  to  end  this 
year,  we  could  not  expect  complete  relief  for  at  least 
another  four  years.  The  1945-1946  Plymouth  school 
budget  is  prepared  with  these  facts  in  mind. 

Because  of  contractural  terms  of  operation  of  the 
New  Grade  School  my  testing  program  and  report  card 
system  do  not  apply  there.  They  do  apply  in  the  Sar- 
gent School.  Tests  of  mental  ability  are  given  each 
year  in  grades  one  and  four  and  standard  achievement 
tests  are  given  at  least  once  a  year  in  grades  three 
through  eight.  The  results  of  both  tests  are  used  to 
enable  us  to  help  pupils  where  help  is  most  needed,  and 
to  keep  each  one  working  at  capacity.  It  is  a  serious 
mistake  to  allow  pupils  to  get  into  the  habit  of  doing 
less  than  they  are  able  to  do.  So  long  as  a  child  does 
his  best  we  are  satisfied  with  the  result  whether  the 
grade  earned  is  high  or  low. 

The  new  report  cards  show  parents  at  a  glance 
whether  there  is  any  change  in  accomplishment  or  ef- 
fort. Each  marking  period  adds  a  new  line  to  the 
graphical  picture  of  progress.  This  type  of  report  has 
been  found  to  encourage  pupils  to  work  better,  to  strive 
to  better  their  own  record  rather  than  to  engage  in 
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unequal  competition  with  others,  and  to  be  more  mind- 
ful of  good  school  citizenship.  In  my  opinion  the  eval- 
uation of  citizenship  qualities,  found  on  page  four,  is 
the  best  forecast  of  later  adult  performance. 

Our  high  school  shop  work  has  been  carried  on 
with  satisfactory  results  but  under  many  diffi- 
culties. Due  to  war  conditions  our  machinery  arrived 
so  late  that  even  now  it  is  not  set  up  ready  for  use. 
Consequently,  the  boys  had  to  do  hand  work  exclusive- 
ly. That  would  not  have  been  so  bad  if  good  lumber 
could  have  been  bought  instead  of  the  inferior  grades 
we  had  to  use.  Many  of  the  boys  brought  their  own 
material  for  the  construction  of  various  projects. 

Benches  have  been  made  by  the  boys  as  a  part  of 
shop  equipment.  The  quality  of  work  they  have  done 
is  exceptionally  good  when  one  considers  that  the  tops 
are  made  from  worn  maple  stair  treads  replaced  last 
summer.  Some  of  the  boys  have  repaired  and  refin- 
ished  pieces  of  furniture  while  others  have  built  snow- 
scoops.  It  is  our  policy  to  have  the  classes  themselves 
build  as  much  of  our  equipment  as  possible. 

Because  only  two  shop  classes  per  day  could  be 
provided,  all  boys  who  wanted  such  work  were  not 
allowed  to  take  it.  A  total  of  28  boys  have  been  en- 
rolled in  the  two  divisions.  There  is  enough  demand 
for  wood  working  to  lead  to  the  specific  recommenda- 
tion that  a  full  time  shop  instructor  be  employed  next 
year.    The  school  budget  makes  that  provision. 

Application  has  been  made  at  the  Portsmouth 
Navy  Yard  for  a  milling  machine,  a  shaper,  an  engine 
lathe,  a  drill  press  and  essential  tools  for  each.  When 
these  machines  are  alloted,  our  only  expense  will  be  the 
cost  of  transportation  to  Plymouth.  As  pointed  out  in 
my  last  report  we  hope  to  offer  machine  shop  training 
eventually,  hence  the  above  mentioned  steps  to  procure 
a  part  of  necessary  equipment. 

Unquestionably  our  shop  work  is  drawing  more 
tuition  pupils  from  nearby  school  districts.  A  year  ago 
we  had  a  total  of  55  boys  out  of  a  non-resident  enrol  1- 
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ment  of  132  tuition  pupils.  This  year  we  have  150  tui- 
tion pupils  of  whom  72  are  boys.  While  the  tuition  list 
has  increased  a  total  of  18  pupils  over  last  year,  a  gain 
of  seventeen  is  noted  in  the  number  of  boys,  Another 
advantage  of  shop  work  is  that  we  shall  be  able  to  hold 
in  school  longer  a  considerable  number  who  might 
otherwise  withdraw.  At  the  current  tuition  rate  of 
$93.87  the  gain  of  17  pupils  produces  $1,595.79  in  tui- 
tion income  to  the  school  district. 

Physical  Education  should  be  added  to  our  school 
program  When  provision  can  be  made  for  the  purchase 
of  equipment  and  the  employment  of  an  instructor 
trained  for  that  specific  field  of  work.  That  instructor 
would  also  serve  as  coach  of  the  three  major  sports 
and  thus  insure  desirable  inter-scholastic  competition. 
But  more  important  than  that,  every  member  of  the 
school,  unless  excused  by  a  physician,  would  receive 
regular  instruction  in  health  and  body  building  exer- 
cise. Through  such  a  program  we  could  develop  intra- 
mural competition  that  would  strengthen  and  feed  our 
teams  in  inter-scholastic  sports.  The  two  ways  in 
which  a  good  physical  education  program  differs  from 
a  strictly  athletic  team  program  are: 

(a)  Physical  development  becomes  a  year-round 
activity  rather  than  one  responsive  to  seasonal  em- 
phasis. 

(b)  The  entire  pupil  body  profit  from  regular 
instruction  rather  than  having  all  attention  centered 
in  a  comparatively  few  who  are  athletically  inclined 
and  skillful. 

One  of  the  major  requests  made  of  public  schools 
at  the  beginning  of  the  present  war  emergency  was 
not  for  military  training  but  to  intensify  existing  pro- 
grams of  physical  education  or  to  introduce  such  pro- 
grams. 

The  no-school  signal  for  elementary  schools  is 
2-2  sounded  three  times  on  the  local  fire  alarm  at  7:30 
in  the  morning  and  means  that  grade  schools  will  be 
closed  for  the  entire  day.    Because  of  the  wide  area 
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from  which  high  school  pupils  are  drawn  and  our  in- 
ability to  notify  them  there  will  be  no  closing  of  the 
high  school  at  any  time  because  of  stormy  weather.  It 
may  be  possible  to  arrange  to  have  elementary  no- 
school  announcements  broadcast  from  either  Ports- 
mouth or  Laconia. 

A  telephone  should  be  installed  in  the  office  of  the 
Director  of  Training  in  the  New  Grade  School.  Pa- 
rents who  wish  to  contact  either  their  children  or  the 
teachers  are  now  unable  to  do  so  without  much  incon- 
venience. Furthermore,  my  time  in  my  office  is  too 
limited  to  spare  much  of  it  delivering  messages  or  call- 
ing people  to  the  telephone  even  though  it  is  my  desire 
to  meet  such  requests. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  reports  of  the 
School  Nurse  and  the  Headmaster  for  an  account  of 
activities  not  covered  in  my  report. 

The  pleasant  and  friendly  relations  mentioned  in 
my  previous  report  have  been  continued  this  past  year. 
For  every  courtesy  and  kindness  shown  me  by  parents, 
teachers  and  School  Board  my  appreciation  is  hereby 
expressed.

These  boys  have  not  only  experienced  making 
things  of  their  own  choice  but  have  done  much  useful 
construction  in  preparing  the  work  shop.  Each  one 
who  satisfactorily  completes  this  course  will  receive  a 
credit  of  one  unit. 

Miss  Gove  has  arranged  her  choral  work  so  that 
each  participant  may  receive  one-fourth  of  a  credit 
each  year. 

To  the  Parent  or  Guardian 

To  secure  the  best  progress  of  the  pupil,  the  school 
and  the  home  must  work  together.  As  make-up  work 
is  not  as  valuable  as  that  done  in  class,  parents  should 
not  allow  their  children  to  lose  school  sessions,  unless 
absolutely  necessary.  Going  to  school  demands  regu- 
larity and  promptness ;  will  you  not  help  to  teach  your 
boy  or  girl  that  fact  ? 

Report  cards  are  sent  to  you  every  six  weeks, 
please  examine  them  carefully,  sign  them,  and  send 
them  back  promptly.  If  the  report  is  not  clear  to  you 
and  you  wish  to  talk  with  the  Headmaster  or  teacher, 
please  do  not  hesitate  to  come  to  see  us. 
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There  is  not  time  in  school  hours  to  prepare  all 
lessons,  so  it  will  be  necessary  for  each  boy  or  girl  to 
spend  one  hour  or  more  on  his  or  her  school  work  at 
home.  You  can  help  by  seeing  that  he  or  she  has  a 
suitable  place  to  do  it  as  well  as  to  encourage  it. 

Recommendation 

That  a  physical  education  teacher  be  engaged  to 
carry  out  a  physical  education  program  in  connection 
with  athletics.  There  is  need  of  a  carefully  planned 
system  that  all  members  of  the  school  may  have  an 
opportunity  to  achieve  valuable  results  through  partic- 
ipation in  physical  activities. 

To  the  School  Board,  Mr.  Rollins,  the  Citizens, 
Teachers,  and  Pupils,  I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  for 
the  fine  support  and  cooperation  which  I  have  received 
during  the  past  year.
